Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either of the patents to Saito et al (USP 5,705,452) or Oda et al (USP 5,840,652). 

These patents teach heat sensitive recording material comprising a support and 
a color forming layer which contain 2,4- bis (phenylsulfonyl) phenol as color developer 
and a mixture of thermally fusible substances (e.g., 2-naphthyl benzyl ether and stearic 
acid amide) (see Saito et al at column 6, lines 54, 59-60 and Oda et al at column 7, 
lines 5, 60 and 61 ). The experimental modification of this prior art in order to ascertain 
optimum-operating conditions (e.g., determine compositional proportions) fails to render 
applicants' claims patentable in the absence of unexpected results. To date, such 
evidence of unexpected results has not been submitted.
